COUNTRY OVER WHICH A 


NEW YORK, Aug. 9 The country over 
whieh the allied forces are now fighting is, 
according to all accounts, of a sort to make 
it a wonderful accomplishment to reach Pe- 
kin in the face of a superior force. W. Kal 
Kee of this city, who has traversed the 
route between Tien Tsin and Pekin several 
times, having gone from South China by the 
Grand Canal, says of the country: 

‘‘Near Tien Tsin is a waste of marshes 
with iagoons and wandering rivers The 
Chang Ho, the Hun Ho and similar streams 
join the Pei Ho somewhere in this mesh, 
hut they are very much confused. About 
the city to the north are rice fields and gar- 
dens. Beyond these are the marshes, across 
which the railway is built on an embank- 
ment made of bamboos driven in the earth, 
the space between the two rows being filled 
in. 

At Pei-Chang (Poi-Tsane )the first good 
ground is found. It is 60 li (20 miles) from 
the town. The newspapers have much mis-

Sung (Yang-Tsun), which means dust and 
mud, are mud flats, which at this season 
are very dry and baked. The last summer 
l was along the road we often had to lie 
down and cover up our heads while the dust 
storms swept by. It is as bad to march 
through as water. Lafa-Sang, or the ‘last 
place of mud,’ is where the low hills, cov- 
ered with grass, begin to rise, and the coun- 


try from there on to Pekin is fine and rolling 


with many villages, rich farms and gardens. 

‘“‘Before Lafa-Sang is reached there is not 
one stone as big as a mgn’s fist which is 
natural to the ground, and not one tree as 
high as a man to be see nanywhere, If the 
soldiers stay long near the rivers, which, in 
the summer time have an awful smell, they 
will next month become ill with fever and 
very many will die. 

“There are not many people living between 
Lafa-Sang and Tien Tsin except the Chi- 
nese, whom the railroad keeps at work on

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BRYAN EXPLAINS HIS 


PLAN 


Allthe Issues Will Be Dis- 
cussed at the Proper 
Time. 


SILVER WILL BE TALKED OF. 


CANDIDATE WILL FOLLOW HIS 
OWN IDEAS ON THE PLATFORM. 


Bryan and Webster Davis Open the 
Campaign in Indiana at a Meet- 
ing Presided Over by 
Mayor Harrison. 


Specig! to the Post-Dispatch 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 9.—‘‘Why did 
Bryan wholly ignore the silver issue in his 
speech?’ is the inquiry which Democrats 
ask one another here today. 

A representative of the Post-Dispatch 
asked Mr. Bryan directly why he did not 
refer to the 16 to 1 plank of the platform. 

Mr. Bryan said in referring to the silver 
question that it would be taken up in the 
future; that he had his own ideas about 
the relative importance of the various ques- 
tions at issue, and all would be attended 
to in due course. He could not Satisty 
everyone at the same time. 

He was being censtantly importuned, he 
said, to emphasize certain questions ac- 
cording as they presented themselves to 
various minds with varying degrees of im- 
portance. People must be content with the 
manner in which he conducted his canvass 
and discussions. 

Mr. Bryan ond Webster Davis opened the 
campatgn here last night in effective speech- 
es at a meeting presided over by Mayor 
Harrison of Chicago. 

In his speech Mr. Brvan said: 

“We have an advantage in this campaign 
—a wonderful advantage—over the cam- 
paign of 1896, because then the papers were 
full of announcements of Democrats who 
were leaving the party, and now it requires 
an expert mathematician to stand at the 
door and count them as they come back. 


. (Laughter and &pplause.) 


“We have with us this year all we had in 
1896; we have with us a large majority of 
the gold Democrats, who were not in our 
favor in 18%. I knew they would come 
back, because I knew that the most of 
those that went away went because they 
did not realize the magnitude of the strug- 
gle in which we were engaged—the begin- 
ning of the struggle between democracy and 
pevtosracy.

“I believe that on the old question we are 
stronger this year than we were in 1896. I] 
believe if there were no new questions we 
would be able to wage a successful contest 
against the Republican party. It is on the 
defensive on every’ question before the 
American people. It pretends it wants to 
discuss the money question. I promise you 
that before the campaign is over the Repub- 
lican leaders will be as much afraid of the 
silver question as they are of imperialism. - 
(Great applause and cheers). 

“There is not a question upon which they 
dare to state their position and invite the 
judgment of the American people. (Great 
applause.) 

“Why, this. Republican party is not will- 
ing to take the people into its confidence 
on any single question now before the 
American people! It claims credit for every- 
thing that happens for its aid, and rejects 
responsibility tor everything that it ‘does 
in this country.

“It has tlaimed credit for large crops; it 
has claimed credit for the discovery of 
gold in Alaska: it has claimed credit for the 
famine in India; it has claimed credit for

Yesterday was but a repetition of its four 
predecessors, and brought further distress 
att. tragedy to the city. So far as learned 
nine persons died from the effects of the 
heat in the 24 hours ending at midnight. 
The prostrations that were reported num- 
bered over 30, of whom several will not 
recover. 

The poor people in the tenement districts 
suffered terribly, and in these congested 
sections who families secured their night's 
rest as best they could. On*fire escapes, 
steps, ches and sidewalks they sought 
repose. visit to the parks late last night 
revealed re fact that hundreds of people 
had made ir beds under the trees, find- 
nig the pent-up inclosures of their homes 
unendurable. 

The hot weather also began to show its 
effect on the business of the city, and the 
down-town stores were not crowded. Res- 
taurants noticed the conditions particu- 
larly. 

The heat was the one factor which 
seemed to influence the actions of every- 
body, ‘Thousands of fans were given away 
in the down-town streets. The consump- 
tion of ice is, according to the opinions of 
various men who delivered it about the 
city, increased by one-third. In various 
yvarts of the city gangs of workingmen were 
aid off at 8 o'clock, when it became the 
hottest in the afternoon. More horses 
were killed by the heat than during any 
other day this summer. The officers at 
the humane society compared the day with 
the terrible summer of 1896. They estimat- 
ed‘ the prostrations at 100. 

Great care was taken at the stockyards 
to supply the animal troughs with running 
water As a result the fatalities amon 
the stock were graetly reduced. The recor 
of the day was but forty-four dead. 

There were some instances where per- 
sons attempted to end their lives while in 
a crazed condition due to the heat. A pa- 
thetic case was that of a young girl 17 
vears old, Elsie Miller,.who drank a quan- 
tity of carbolic acid in a state of temporary 
insanity. and died in agony beforé medical 
nid could be given her. Many teamsters 
were overcome as they urged their horses 
through the streets and dropped uncon- 
scious upon the wagon seats.

NEW YORK, Aug. 9.—Protests are being 
made by packing houses and forwarders 
against the new war revenue stamp rul- 
ing, by which these firms are compelled to 
wive a stamped receipt for every separate 
parcel received by them. The interpre- 
tation of the law came as a great surprise 
to the interests, affected, since none of 
the forwarders, it seems, have been stamp- 
ing such receipts, and strong efforts are to 
be made to bave the ruling either set aside 
or modified. If enforced, it is claimed that 
it will not only embarrass packing houses, 
put will also affect tirms in many lines of 
business, particulariy small merchants in 
all parts of the country, whose shipments 
are bulked by these forwarders for trans- 
portation. Mr. Il. J. Armstrong of the 
New York Dry Goods Packing Co. said: 

“The new stamp ruling is decidedly un- 
fair for a number of reasons, chief among 
them being that it places an additional tax 
on goods that are now already taxed when 
they are handed over by us to the ex- 
press companies, and secondly that there 
is no sound reason why packing companies 
should be singled out and their patrons 
forced to pay a tax when practically every 
dry goods house, and no doubt firms itn 
other lines throughout this city, are car- | 
rying on exactly the same business, but 
are not forced to comply with the new 
ruling
